ARGENTINA : F actors contributing to De mocratic, defeat - - 
Charge Cabot reports a growing tendency m Democratic circles 
to blame their electoral defeat upon nationalistic reaction to the 
publication of the Blue Book. He notes that, while this explana- 
tion is a matter of opinion, the Democratic defeat cafi be defini- 
tely ascribed to the following political mistakes: 

(a) A complete lack of contact with the people and a con- 
sequent lack of a popular program and dynamic leadership in 
opposition to the material benefits offered by Peron; identifica- 
tion of the Democratic Union with sterile reaction. 

(b) Radical arrogance toward other anti- Per onista parties, 
based on the false assumption that the Radicals alone constituted 
a popular majority. 

(c) The consequent exclusion of the Conservatives (the 
Radicals' traditional rivals) from tne Union. Peron s majorities 
in Entre Rios and Mendoza, and possibly in Santa Fe, are attri- 


butable to the support of resentful Conservatives. 

(d) Inclusion of the Communists in the Union, antagonizing 
the more influential Catholic Churen. 

As a result of these political mistakes, the Democratic Union 
,iad solid support from neither the Right, nor the Left. In addi- 
tion, its failure to present a united front in congressional elec- 
tions ensured the election of Peronista candidates, even in pro- 
vinces lik e Corrientes. where there wa s a strong Democratic 
majority. 
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
